Applicant hereby responds to the Office Action dated April 1, 2008, in 
comiection with the above-identified application. 

The Examiner has requested election and restriction between Group I, 
including claims 31-48, covering a paramagnetic nanopowder comprising gold or silver 
nanopowder having paramagnetism at an absolute temperature of 20K or higher; Group II, 
including claims 49-51, covering a method of manufacturing paramagiietic powder; Group 
III, including claims 52-54, covering an epilation composition containing said silver powder 
having paramagnetism, germanium dioxide, and purified water; Group IV, including claims 
55-56, covering a toothpaste composition containing said silver powder having 
paramagnetism; and Group V, including claims 57-59, covering a cosmetic composition 
containing said gold or silver powder having paramagnetism, or a mixtm*e thereof.
